been made to improve accuracy, and the 
results on this score were astonishing. Papers 
with more than ten errors in fifteen min¬ 
utes were thrown out, but the number of 
entrants qualifying was greater than in pre¬ 
vious events, where no such strict minimum 
was required. 

For sheer pluck and classroom achieve¬ 
ment, however, the palm goes to Daniel 
Schlesinger of First-Term Class 1—11. He 
ranked sixth in his class, missing a place 
on the winning team by one point. Although 
he has but one hand, his right, he writes en¬ 
tirely by the touch method. He leads his 
class in perfect textbook exercises completed 
this term and has averaged less than two 
errors on his 15-minute weekly competitive 
tests. In the contest he made but six errors 
and wrote 23.0 net words per minute.

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First South Dakota Contests 


^OUTH DAKOTA held a typewriting con- 
^ test for the first time this year, the event 
taking place in the gymnasium of the North¬ 
ern State Normal at Aberdeen, May 5, with 
Edyth M. Breen, of Madison, as contest 
manager. There were 22 first-year typists 
entered, and 19 second-year students. Madi¬ 
son High School entered 4 contestants, each 
winning a place—Mildred Meinicke the state 
championship in first-year typing, on a 
record of 56 words net; Agnes Renaas second 
place in first-year, with 50+ net words; and 
Mabel Campbell and Ruth Nerdahl tying for 
second place in the second-year class, with a 
score of 57 2-15 net words. Sioux Falls came 
in third in the first-year class, with a score 
of 50 words net made by Winifred Baum, 


and took third in senior typing also, at 55 
words net written by Ruth Bershon. Mercene 
Stewart, of Aberdeen, won the state cham¬ 
pionship in the second-year class, with a 
record of 64 words a minute. 

For an initial contest these records are 
especially fine. They compare very favorably 
with the records made in other parts of the 
country where contests have been established 
for a longer period. We congratulate both 
the students and their teachers, Miss Breen, 
Miss Gladyes George, of Aberdeen, and Miss 
Fidelis Walter, of Sioux Falls. 

Miss George succeeds Miss Breen as state 
manager for 1924, as Miss Breen will be 
teaching out of South Dakota during the 
coming year.
